The newspaper points out that Sir 
Hamar is a Canadian Liberal, and 
asks: “Will he explain what moral 
right England has to set up a con- 
queror and why he imagines the 
mantle of Cromwell has fallen on his 
shoulders?” 

“He knows sufficient Canadian his- 
tory,” says the paper, “‘to realize that 
Ireland cannot be conquered by 
stupid force.”

Belfast Unionist Papers Charge Gov-

BELFAST, July 24.—The Belfast 
newspapers are influenced largely by 
the existing coal conditions in their 
comment on Sir Hamar Greenwood's 
speech in the House of Commons 
Thursday. The Unionist papers—the

ment with lack of vigor and demand, 
in effect, that they come to closer 
grips with the Sinn Fein and immedi- 
ately establish martial law to con- 
vince the people they are in earnest.

British Golfers 
Victors in Match

NEW YORK, July 24.—How can 
anyone explain why a shot goes 
wrong in golf? A player may be 
slicing badly today; he may have 
hooked more than half his drives 
yesterday and tomorrow he may 
and consistently. 
His varying form is no easy thing to 


diagnose. The chances are that he 
himself does not know just why his 
driving or his general play is so dif- 
ferent one day from his play of an- 
other ' 

In the 36-hole best ball match 
that Harry Vardon and I won yes- 
terday from Jerome D. Travers and 
Oswald Kirkby over the course of 
the Woodway Country Club, at 
Springdale, Conn., Kirkby was 
hooking his drives often and widely. 
He had to go into the rough time 
after time for his second stroke. I 
confess I don't know why he was 
hooking. An acceptable explanation 
to all golfers would be just that it 
was his “hooking day.” 

Now I am going to tell a bit of 
the match yesterday. After I have 
rapidly run over that I shall come 
back to this discussion of why golf- 
ers hook, why they slice and why 
they putt well or badly on different 
occasions. It will be a futile discus- 
sion at best, but still it may help 
some of the critics who tell the rest 
of the galleries why he missed and 
why he did not drive down the cen- 
ter of the fairway. 

Varden and Ray Win Match. 

We won the match 5 up and 4 to 
Play And an interesting match it 
was throughout We were 3 up at 
the end of the morning round. Trav- 
ers covered the first 18- holes in 73 
strokes, which is one over par.

at times. 

Another possibility is that 
playing for length in his 
a golfer plars unnaturally for length 
Ris right hand, which carries the 
greater power in the stroke. wil! have 
a part in directing the ball in its 
flight. It will to some degree make 
the path of the ball The left hand 
is the guiding hand. and in a stroke 
where the greatest possible length 
is being attempted. the left hand 
does not get the chance that it does 
in a @atural swing. 

Kirby Getting Leng Drives. 

Kirkby was getting good length and 
was swinging powerfully, 
not say he was overswinging. Ap- 
parently he was not forcing himself. 

His hooking might have been due 
to anything or to nothing in partic- 
ular We all have “hooking days” 
and “slicing days” or “putting days” 
and “driving days.” On some occa- 
sions we are at our best on one de- 
tail and are not so good as seme 
other. At times our test forms ap- 
pear all together 

Yesterday was evidently 
dav" for Jerome Travers And he 
was far away from his game in put-

T is with reluctance that I ask for 


space in your valuable columns in

for almost 20 rears, or ever since the Galveston flood, 
which invested the word “commission” with a sort 
of magic. Such commissions are nothing more or less 
than bureaus, and the reckless creation of them, in 
Federal. state and city government, has built up a 
bureaucracy which must either be dissolved or car- 
ried on to completion. The latter course means gov- 
ernment raised to the final power, government control 
of everything, the disappearance of the citizen as 
an individuality. In a word, it means Socialism. 

Whether we have gone far enough in our bureau- 
cratic adventuring to perceive clearly how such a 
system will function when perfected, is problematical. 
But with respect to the Efficiency Board, at least, 
we are able to see that it does not meet expectations. 
If we could see that it never could permanently meet 
expectations, that inevitably it would be sure to inter- 
est itself actively in politics as a matter of self- 
preservation, then the inherent impracticability of 
the whole Socialistic program would be obvious. Men 
who derive their living from politics are going to be 
politicians, or they are going to find another vocation. 

Office holding has become a profession. desirable 
enough to attract large numbers. Its practitioners 
have become skillful in devising new specialties and 
creating new vacancies, in which a complaisant cit- 
izenship acquiesces. We have not yet reached the 
place where every citizen is carrying an office holder 
strapped to his back, but we are headed for it. 

The remedy is to be found in a return to the sim- 
plicity of governmental machinery and a vigilant, 
earnest performance of our duties as citizens.

THE ‘‘SUSPENDED’’ TELEPHONE SUBSCRIBEE. 

If your system of paying bills fails to meet the 
Bell Telephone Co.'s idea of what it should be, you 
may think that, as the money is furnished by you 
and not by the telephone company, you are entitled to 
have your own way, but you are mistaken. It is an- 
nounced that in the event that the check is a few 
hours late, you will be “suspended.” After suspen- 
sion it will cost $1 to get back into the good graces of 
the company. Such a penalty is, for several reasons, 
open to objection. One reason is that it lacks that 
prime requisite of al! penalties, that they should have 
a direct and unmistakable and logical! relation to the 
nature of the offense. A subscriber might be “sus- 
pended” for a week and never find it out. He might 
naturally think that the penal refusal to respond to 
his calls was only a sample of the company’s usua! 
service. There should be a distinction between the 
two, even if distinction is difficult. 

Suspension lessens rather than adds to the duties 
of the company for the time being. The $1 charge 
for reinstatement looks like one of those petty inci- 
dental utility charges that only irritate the customer
